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This decision is in response to the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b), 
filed August 26, 2005. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) is GRANTED . 

This application became abandoned January 19, 2004 for failure to 
timely submit a proper response to the Office communication mailed 
December 18, 2003. The Office communication set a one month or 30 days 
(whichever is longer) period of time for reply. No petition for 
extension of time in accordance with 37 CFR 1.136(a) was timely 
requested.

The instant petition has been reviewed and found in compliance with 
the provisions of 37 CFR 1.137(b). Accordingly, the failure to timely 
submit an proper reply to the Office communication mailed December 18, 
2003 is accepted as having been unintentionally delayed. 

The Notice of Appeal filed June 17, 2002 has been entered and 
made of record. Accordingly, the two (2) month period for filing 
an appeal brief in accordance with 37 CFR 41, along with the 
requisite fee, runs from the mail date of this decision.
